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Coyotes Attack Mattapoisett Dog

A miniature Schnauzer named Stella is lucky to 
be alive after a pack of hungry coyotes attacked her on 
January 4, 2010, near Knollwood Drive in Mattapoisett. 

Stella's owners, Kris ten and Christopher Querim, 
described the scene that nearly resulted in their family 
pet's death as "absolutely horrific". After letting Stella out 
to go to the bathroom at 8:00 pm, Ms. Querim said that 
they faintly heard crying coming from the yard. That's 
when they realized that Stella was in trouble. 

The family, including 11 -year-old Matthew 
Querim, went outside saw that their dog was fighting 
with at least two coyotes at the edge of the woods. 
The Querim family stood in the cold dark and made a 
commotion in an attempt to intinudate the coyotes and 
get them to release Stella. 

The screaniing and yelling worked, and Stella 
came out of the woods, but she was badly injured. 
Lacerations on her hindquarters and injuries to her legs 
indicated that one coyote attempted to incapacitate her 
while the other coyote viciously attacked her, piercing 
her throat. Several pimcture wounds on Stella's neck just 
narrowly avoided her jugular vein, which spared the 
dog's life. 

While Ms. Querim stayed behind with her 
younger son, Matthew and his father took Stella to an 

emergency vet trip, where she was treated with sutures 
and a drainage tube. The veterinarian's office confirmed 
that the dog was lucky to be alive. 

Unfortunately, the chaotic scene left yoimg 
Matthew covered in Stella's blood and saliva, which 
means that he will have to undergo a month's worth of 
painful rabies injections, just in case the animals were

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rabid. According to Ms. Querim, this is a preventative 
measure and the coyotes were likely not rabid, since they 
were acting exactly like himgry coyotes would. 

Typically, a coyote will stay away from places 
where humans dwell, and they can be easily scared by 
loud noises. According to the Massachusetts Department 
of Wildlife website, coyotes are scavengers that will 
occasionally attack family pets. This is more likely to 
happen in winter when food is scarce. Coyotes are a 
protected species, and can only be removed when it can 
be proven that they are "habituated," which means that 
they are more aggressive and no longer afraid of people. 
Even then, residents have to call the Animal Control 
Officer (ACO) to have threatening coyotes removed. 

Mattapoisett ACO Kathy Massey was unaware 
of the attack until a week later. She was "appalled" that 
the vet's office didn't contact her in regards to the attack, 
since by law Stella was supposed to undergo quarantine 
and observation for a minimum of 45 days, even if she 
was up-to-date with her rabies shots. The only way a pet 
can legally return to their home after an attack is if the 
wild animal is caught and tests negative for rabies. Officer 
Massey said that coyotes will always be present and 
residents have to "learn to live with them." 

Marion ACO Susan Connor agreed with Officer 
Massey, and said that coyotes are a permanent threat 
to family pets, especially since leg-trapping has been 
banned. 

For the Querims, they just want their ordeal to be 
a cautionary tale to Tri-Town residents. They encourage 
others to keep an eye out for coyotes and to never let 
pets or children out of sight, especially after sunset. They 
also warn residents to not leave dogs on "leads" out in 
the yard, because that makes the dog defenseless. The 
Massachusetts Department of Wildlife also encourages 
residents to make their garbage inaccessible, and to seal 
off crawl spaces around the yard where coyotes can roost.

Association (MIIA) seminar in Pl)anouth on January 14. 
The subject of the presentation will be "Managing with 
Less". Mr. Gagne' said that MIIA seminars "work well. 
I have found them to be excellent... this will be a really 
good round table discussion with other communities." 
Mr. Gagne' hopes to learn more cost-saving measures for 
the Town from the seminar. 

Mr. Gagne' also gave an update on the 
Agricultural Commission. According to Mr. Gagne',

The Marion Zoning Board of Appeals opened a 
Special Hearing on January 7, 2010 at 7:30 pm. The Board 
members included Bob Wedge, Betsy Dimn, Demie Barros 
and Eric Pierce. 

Appearing before the Board were Marion 
residents Knute and Jan Aarsheim of 305 Delano Rd. Their 
property lies on Plan 5, Lot 17, Residence D Zoning. The 
Aarsheims were asking to turn the property in question 
from a private residence into a small Bed and Breakfast. 

Bob Wedge opened discussion by presenting 
feedback from the Board of Health, where the Aarsheim's 
request has been considered and no issues came up. 

Jan Aarsheim then approached the Board. Ms. 
Aarsheim stated that she has "read all the laws. We 
have three bedrooms, which is not too big for a Bed and 
Breakfast. I have a big, beautiful home and I can't think 
of a nicer thing to do than invite guests in." Ms. Aarsheim 
continued by expressing her experience of an "empty nest 
syndrome," and how she has been keeping a nice house 
and is ready to have people in her home. Her plan is to 
open from the first of May imtil the first of November. 

Apparently the Fire Department has already 
visited the house and after walking through, came up 
with a guideline for the Aarsheims to follow in order for 
the home to be up to standards. The Fire Department will 
then come every six months to check. 

Ms. Aarsheim continued by stating that she has 
met with other, more seasoned bed and breakfast owners 
and "picked their brains." The feedback she continues to 
receive is that it is generally wonderful and the various 
people involved love running their bed and breakfasts. 

Mr. Wedge responded that Ms. Aarsheim seems to 
"have a lot of energy." He then went over a list of criteria.

which includes addressing whether or not the property 
will be good for the neighborhood, making sure only 
breakfast will be served, and parking. 

Ms. Aarsheim responded to the issue of parking. 
"Fortunately, I have a long driveway. That shouldn't be 
an issue at all. There would be no need to park on the 
street." She also mentioned that a new septic system was 
put in this past May. As far as advertising, Ms. Aarsheim 
plans to advertise by word of mouth rather than in the 
newspapers. 

Next, a neighbor whose property is very close 
to the Aarsheims, Dr. J. Walter Freiberg III, spoke about 
one particular concern he had. Dr Freiberg stated: "I only 
have one objection. . . There's a swimming pool on the 
[proposed bed and breakfast] property where you can 
hear everything, and now it's going to be commercial." 
His fear is that the pool will be a source of constant noise, 
which he never objected to when it was for family only, 
but he now anticipates it becoming a problem.

A scheduled meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee was called to order on January 6, 2010 
at 5: 43 pm by Chairperson Sharon Hartley. Also in 
attendance were Committee members Donna LaLiberte, 
Timothy Scholz, Robin Rounseville, and Tina Rood, 
Superintendent William Cooper, Rochester Memorial 
School (RMS) Principal Jay Ryan, School Business 
Administrator Kathleen Isernio, and Director of Student 
Services Teresa Hamm. 

Chairperson Hartley started the meeting by 
introducing two guests: Rochester Town Administrator 
Richard LaCamera and Facilities Manager Michael 
Meunier. Mr. LaCamera and Mr. Meunier were present 
to discuss replacing Old Rochester Regional Facilities 
Manager Steve Shiraka, who died suddenly in November. 
Mr Shiraka had been in charge of all four districts - 
Mattapoisett, Marion, Rochester, and Old Rochester 
Regional Junior Senior High School buildings. 

Instead of immediately replacing Mr. Shiraka' s 
regional position, the towns have individually found 
replacements to carry their schools' maintenance until the 
end of the 2009 / 2010 school year. For Rochester, the most

logical choice for picking up maintenance responsibilities 
is Mr. Meunier, who currently maintains all Rochester 
municipal buildings and serves on the Building 
Committee that is planning the new Rochester Memorial 
School. 

The Committee voted to accept Mr Meunier as 
the new facilities manager for RMS. The acceptance of Mr 
Meunier in this position implies an inclusion of RMS in 
the town buildings; previously, RMS had been considered 
separate.

Mr. LaCamera said that Mr. Meunier's "extensive 
experience" would also save the school money because 
they won't have to contract out as many jobs. Mr. 
LaCamera said the Rochester Board of Selectmen was 
informed of the situation and would be supportive of Mr 
Metmier's newly added position at RMS. 

The Committee's vote included the annual 
funding of $7,500 from the school budget to supplement 
Mr. Meunier's town maintenance salary. Rochester's 
portion of Mr. Shiraka's salary was $17,000, so the 
arrangement is more advantageous than replacing the 
regionalized position at this point.

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"I don't want to sound sarcastic, but $7,500 
sounds like volunteer work," said Ms. LaLiberte. 

Chairperson Hartley called the new arrangement 
a "collaborative gesture" and Mr. Meunier insisted that 
the $7,500 figure was a "fair wage" for the workload. 

The Committee, very visibly pleased by the 
arrangement, welcomed Mr. Meunier to the position and 
Mr LaCamera informed the Committee that they would 
be drafting a new contract with a detailed job description 
soon. 

In the Chairperson's report. Chairperson 
Hartley updated the Committee on the "Race to the Top" 
December presentation that took place in Rochester. 
School representatives as far west as Swansea and as 
east as Cape Cod came to Rochester for the presentation, 
which will require state-wide acceptance among school 
committees, superintendents, and unions to accept the 
initiative. 

Dr. Cooper said that test scores are an important 
part of the "Race to the Top" initiative, which makes 
unions hesitant for giving the measure their support. The 
measure would increase Rochester's Title 1 money 20%, 
which would result in about $7,000 - 8,000 per year for 
the first 5 years, which is not a large sum, considering the 
school's annual $5.4 million budget. However, the "Race 
to the Top" measure would present some new grants for 
the school, and that would be valuable to Rochester. 

At the end of her report. Chairperson Hartley 
informed the Committee that it was Dr. Cooper's last 
official meeting with them. She thanked Dr. Cooper for all 
of his hard work and for being "someone to depend on." 
She described Dr. Cooper's work as a "big legacy," and 
cited the success of his initiatives, namely the Tri-Town 
Foundation and the Tri-Town Business Association. Most 
importantly, Dr Cooper has always been an advocate for 
students and faculty, and "supported teachers in action." 
He has managed to visit and observe every classroom in 
the district.

When eaten, poinsettias cause irritation to the tongue and 
other tissues of the mouth and possibly the stomach. Thus 
they cause discomfort but probably not severe illness. 
How dangerous is chocolate for pets? 
Chocolate is a dose related poison as is coffee. A small 
amount of chocolate is not dangerous, however, when a 10 
pound poodle eats a pound of bakers chocolate, the dogs life 
may be jeopardized. Early signs of chocolate poisoning are 
shaking and hyperactivity.

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Tax Bills are due February 1. Tax bills were mailed on 
Deceiiiber 31, 2009. 

Taxpayers are encouraged to register for making 
on-line payments on the eBill website at www.mcc.net. By 
using eBill taxpayers can have their payments withdrawn 
from their checking or savings accounts at minimal cost. 
Taxpayers also can make pa5nnents on eBill with Visa, 
MasterCard, American Express and Discover credit cards 
for a small service fee. Payments can be made using 
eBill imtil 11:59PM on the due date of February 1. Other 
options for taxpayers are to mail their payments to P.O. 
Box 1596 or deposit payments in the mail slot located near 
the back comer of Town Hall. 

Pajmtients are due in the Collector's Office no 
later than 4:00 pm on February 1, therefore, taxpayers 
should allow sufficient time for mail travel when 
mailing payments. If paying by personal online banking, 
taxpayers should allow sufficient time for the bank to 
generate a check and mail it to the Town.

Habitat for Cats 

If Habitat for Cats (HFC) 
president Aura Correia could 
pick one mantra that sums up her 
organization's mission, it would 
be "Spay, Neuter, Spay, Neuter." 
Spaying and neutering cats is the 
organization's major mission, in 
addition to placing socialized cats 
in loving homes. 

Unfortunately, the cat 
population is an ongoing battle. 
Abandoned pets, cats born in the 

wild, and outdoor cats that wander off form "feral colonies" 
where they reproduce unchecked. This places a great strain 
on groups like the Dartmouth-based HFC, who work to "trap, 
neuter, and release" as many feral cats as possible to reduce 
animal suffering . 

HFC, a no-kill shelter that serves southeastern 
Massachusetts, was formed in 1997 to address the problem 
with cat overpopulation in the area. Besides trapping, altering, 
and releasing cats, they try to separate the "human-friendly" 
cats from the feral colony for placement in loving homes. 

Since the organization relies heavily on grants, 
donations, and volunteers, the work that HFC does is often 
draining, both physically and financially. Full-time volunteer 
and HFC Board member Heidi Hurwitz said, "Sometimes a 
person says that they have a colony of 1 2 [feral cats] and asks 
'can you come get them?' That's a lot of money we have to 
spend," said Ms. Hurwitz, since all of the animals they trap 
are taken in for the purpose of spaying or neutering, for which 
the non-profit group pays. 

At the feral sites, there are 
varying degrees of cats in need. Some of 
the cats were born into the wild and are 
most comfortable there - some are cats 
"that has [sic] been kicked to the curb," 
said Ms. Hurwitz. The former housecats 
are more helpless since they have 
never fended for themselves, and since 
they are socialized, they crave human 
companionship. 

HFC spays or neuters the feral cats and then clips 
a comer of their ear to indicate that they are "fixed." "Their 
home is outside if they are a truly feral cat," said Ms. Correia. 
For the socialized cats, the shelter attempts to place them in a 
home. For cats that are "borderline feral," volunteers work to 
socialize them. If they are successful, they try to place them 
in a home . 

Although there are several veterinary clinics that 
provide reduced-cost spaying or neutering for HFC, the group 
is still struggling with the sheer quantity of feral cats and the 
fact that the sterilization still typically costs more than their 
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adoption fees. They rely on private donations and grants to 
get by, but the task of animal control is never-ending, and the 
HFC spay/neuter monthly bill is usually about $4,000. Other 
assorted monthly medical bills are $500-$ 1,000. 

In addition to the spaying costs, HFC also provides 
food to the cats and monitors any sickness that they might 
have. The group's major feral-monitoring facility is in an 
undisclosed location at a private property in Westport, Ma, 
but HFC has also worked to control a feral colony in Marion, 
and it works with Tri-Town residents to find homes for 
wayward cats. 

Rochester resident Carolyn Sweet volunteers for 
HFC, by providing a foster home for unplaced cats, and by 
going out and trapping the cats for monitoring. Her foster 
cat, Fritz, was one of the orange tabbies at the January 10 
Cat Adoption Day. Fritz, who was trapped from a Rehoboth 
colony, was lucky enough to find a new home. 

Ms. Sweet described Fritz as "a lovebug. I can't 
imagine why he landed in a feral colony." According to Ms. 
Sweet, some cats aren't meant to "friendly-up," but Fritz was 
exceptional and she thinks that it's wonderful that he found a 
new owner. "Hopefully it's a bond forever," she said. 

Ms. Sweet describes HFC and its 50 volunteers as 
"wonderful people. It's amazing how much [the volunteers] 
give." 

Anyone can help HFC by donating money or time. 
Ms. Correia said that any level of commitment is welcomed 
by the group. Volunteers are needed to answer phones at the 
shelter, to care for feral colonies, trap cats, foster homeless 
cats, write grants, help with the newsletter and more. 

Most importantly, anyone can help HFC by making 
sure that all of their cats are spayed or neutered. Ms. Correia 
and Ms. Hurwitz say that part of their 
work is to educate the public and dispel 
myths about spaying or neutering. Cats 
aren't happier from having a litter, 
and reproducing doesn't fulfill any 
biological need in the animals - all it 
does is create more cats in need of food 
and shelter. 

According to Ms. Hurwitz, 
the January 10 Adoption Day was a 
success, with 5 cats being adopted and a few more possible 
adoptions being considered. Not every person who stops by 
the Adoption Day is allowed to adopt - the group is strictly 
against de-clawing and they encourage all adoptive families 
to keep the cats indoors.

Daybreakers. Starring Ethan Hawke and Willem Daf oe. 
Directed by Michael and Peter Spierig. Running time: 
98 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Here's an example of an interesting premise 
without much of a movie to put it in. Daybreakers posits 
a world, nine years in our future, in which vampires 
have become the dominant life form. They go about their 
lives, guarding against the sun and drinking their coffee 
with a dash of human blood. Problem is, the vamps are 
running out of humans, so their scientists — including 
vamp hematologist Edward Dalton (Ethan Hawke) — are 
working on a substitute for blood. Edward is one of the 
nicer vampires; he was turned into one against his will, so 
he still has some compassion for humans, which will get 
him in trouble. 

As I said: cool premise, with a touch of allegory. 
But Daybreakers is a dreary-looking and sluggish 
narrative that doesn't go anywhere special. This is the 
overdue second feature by the twin brothers Michael 
and Peter Spierig, whose 2003 debut was the antic but 
derivative Undead. The new film is equally derivative 
but nowhere near as lively; the look is consistently blue 
and gloomy, and only Willem Dafoe as a rebel human 
who calls himself Elvis supplies any levity whatsoever. 
The existence that the vampires want so desperately to 
maintain seems awfully drab. 

Daybreakers has been praised for the details of its 
world-building, but in truth the Spierigs don't go much 
beyond a few broad strokes. Which wouldn't be as much 
of a problem if any of the human characters had a little 
humanity (other than Dafoe) and any of the vampires 
were even a little exotic. As it is, the vampires are 
essentially just people who need to drink blood and have 
fangs and amber-colored eyes. There's another interesting 
idea — a subculture of homeless vampires who can't get 
blood regularly and turn into horrific bat-like creatures 
called "subsiders." But not a whole lot is done with them. 




either They're brought in at intervals, as if to remind us 
this is a horror movie. 

Except it isn't. It's more of a science-fiction 
dystopia borrowing heavily from Richard Matheson's I 
Am Legend, with a side order of Gattaca. We also get the 
expected action-movie beats; at least twice, a villain gets 
the drop on a hero, only to be dispatched by an offscreen 
savior who has arrived just in time. The Spierigs clearly 
put more thought into the premise than into the script, 
which proposes a laughable cure for vampirism and 
includes a corporate character (Sam Neill, who manages 
to be suave when he isn't spattered with blood) who 
makes no sense at all. 

The best vampire movie in recent years remains 
2008' s Let the Right One In, which didn't bother much with 
the whys and wherefores of vampirism — in short, the 
nerdy stuff — and focused on the relationship between 
the human and the inhuman. The Twilight movies, 
goofball as they are, work the same side of the street. 
Daybreakers doesn't deal with relationship stuff at all, 
other than a barely sketched-in conflict between Edward 
and his soldier brother. I'm not saying a vampire movie 
has to be heavy on the drama, but Daybreakers offers 
virtually nothing in its place. As with Undead, it seems 
to have been made so that the Spierigs could include a 
scene of a bad-ass hero slaying monsters with his cool 
modified gun (in this case, a crossbow/ shotgun). Maybe 
the Spierigs should go into weapons design. It seems to be 
what's closest to their hearts.
